Being the Subſtance of a Letter from C befter, February 24. 
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IN rTou hows, I ippoſe, | before-now, heard the 
Particulars of our Engaging the Iriſhar Dundalk, 
which now proves to be altogether a Miſtake; 
for here artived a Ship this day from the North 
of 'Jreland , with ſome Paſſengers, amongſt whom was 
Collonel Sankey, who brings the following Account : That 
Collonel Weſley, with the Inniskiling-men, ſome Dutch-men,

the Iriſh-Array in and about Cavan, which is about ſome 
hr miles diſtance z Woſley drew our his Men about For 
of he Clock 1 in the Afceraoon, Which confiſted nor” C of a- 
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tove Twelve hundred at the moſt; and marching towards 
Cavan, thought to ſurprize that Place the next Morning, 
there being about a Thonland Meg therein. Bur the Ene- 
my having notice of our approach, fir their Beacons ; and 
when Woſley came up in the Morning; he unexpectedly found 
Four thoutand Jriſh, under the Command of the Duke of 
Berwick, ready to receive them; which was na {mall ſurprize 
ro him : Buthe had then no way bur to engage the Enemy, 
which he did with Eight hundred Men, leaving Four hun- 
dred as a Reſerve, lelt they ſhould be defeated in the firſt 
Engagement ; with which firſt Number he put the Enemy 
tothe Rout, and. beat them quite out of Cavan, But when 
the hurry of the Battel was over, our Soldiers were ſo eager 
for the Prey, that they fell immediately ro Pluadring the 
Town of (avan: Of which che Enemy Lok tome notice, 


rally'd, and return'd again upon our Forces, who were at 


that time ſo very intent for their Plunder, that they could 
nor, without much difficulty, be brought together ; ſo that 
had it not been for the Reſerv'd Men, we ſhould have been 
quite loſt : But the Collonel with them fell in the ſecond 


time upon the Enemy,” and gave them a total Rout. The 


Duke of Berwick's Horſe was ſhot under him in this Action, 
and He himſelf chrough the Thigh. We took of the Ene- 
mies Party three Captains, two Lieutenants, and two En. 
figns, and kill'd abour Three hundred of their Men ; Aﬀeer 
which, we burnt the Town, and all their Stores, there be- 
ing a vaſt quantity of Proviſions and Forage in it. If we had 
not attacqu'd the Enemy at that time, they deſigned to have 
fallen upon us with Ten thouſand Men; which Deſign 
being happily fruſtrated, will, we hope, be a means to 
diſcourage their whole Army. lam
